HOW TO PLANT ROSES 


Dig hole large enough to receive the roots 
without crowding or bending them, about 15 
inches in diameter and from 8 to 10 inches 
deep. 

The roots, which were pressed together in 
packing and shipping, should be carefully 
separated and’ placed in a more or less hori- 
zontal position, spread apart so that they do 
not cross and will not interfere with each 
other. 

Do not put‘any fresh manure into either 
the hole or the mound. The manure should 
have been worked into the lower layers of 
the rose-bed when it was prepared, or used 
later as a protective mulch. 

It is very important that the soil be firm 
about the roots of roses. It is well to tread 
it after the top roots are covered, taking care 
not to scrape the roots or break them from 
the plant. ; 

Cut tops back to six inches and mound soil 
covering tops. This will prevent drying. (See 
illustration at left corner this page.) Water 
frequently and remove mound of dirt gradu- 
ally as plants grow.
